The innual statement for 
the fiscal year ending May f 1817, la 
probably the lengthiest financial 
report ever published by the village 
of Antioch, the document occupying 
nearly two full pages. 

The total receipts from all sources 
were $31,011.8*, the report showa, 
and the expendilurea for all pur 
poses totalled |2MS4.»2, leaving a 
sum of 12,376. B0 as a balance on 
band. By far the greater part of 
the eipenae money was used to pay 
Interest and retire bonds The 
largest single fund Is shown to be ' 
Special Assessment No. 7, the 
amount of $6,712.62 being involved 
in this fund, which closed the fiscal 
year with a balance of $6H.30. 

The Treasurer's statement dis- 
closes the fact that skillful financial 
manipulation was required to make 
each and every fund sufficient for 
the purposes Intended, and upon sev- 
eral occasions amounts were bor- 
rowed, or loaned, from one fund to 
another as the need occurred.

Edward P. DeWolf, 70, pioneer res- 
ident of Lake county and one time 
mayor of Waukegnn died last Thurs 
(lay at Victory Memorial hospital.
